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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by LaConti et al. (U.S. 
Pat. No. 4,820,386) (hereinafter "LaConti"). 

Regarding claim 8, LaConti teaches a gas sensor comprising: a sensor body comprising: a 
membrane electrode assembly comprising an electrolyte membrane (proton-conducting 
membrane 20); a sensing electrode 24; a counter or reference electrode 22; a water reservoir 
(e.g., chamber 14 containing water) positioned at one side of the sensor body; a cap (unlabeled) 
comprising gas flow chamber 40 having two openings capable of introducing a fluid towards the 
membrane electrode assembly from an opposite side of the membrane electrode assembly to the 
water reservoir; and a thin plate (e.g., porous metal disk 32) between the cap and the membrane 
electrode assembly, wherein the plate 32 comprises pores or holes connected to the openings of 
the cap and having a smaller diameter than that of the openings of the cap (see, e.g., col. 3, line 9 
-col. 4, line 14; figures 1 and 5). 
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2. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Inoue et al. (U.S. Pat. 
Appl. No. 2004/0134780 Al) (hereinafter "Inoue"). 

Regarding claim 8, Inoue teaches a gas sensor comprising: a sensor body comprising: a 
membrane electrode assembly 6 comprising an electrolyte membrane (proton conductive 
membrane 8); a sensing electrode 10; a counter electrode 1 1 ; a water reservoir (e.g., metal can 
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71 comprising gelled water 74) positioned at one side of the sensor body; a cap 80 having an 
opening 84 capable of introducing a fluid towards the membrane electrode assembly from an 
opposite side of the membrane electrode assembly to the water reservoir; and a thin plate (e.g., 
stainless steel film 116) between the cap (e.g., portion 14 in figure 13) and the membrane 
electrode assembly, wherein the plate 116 comprises a hole 118 connected to the opening 19 of 
the cap and having a smaller diameter than that of the opening 19 of the cap (see paragraphs 63 - 
66; 78, 79, 91 and 92; figures 7, 8 and 13).
